VILLAGERS VOW TO OPPOSE ANY NEW PLANS FOR 
SITE AFTER WAREHOUSE PROPOSALIS DITCHED 


A campaign group has 
told any firm thinking of 
replacing Howdens scrapped 
warehouse plans outside 
Northampton it will fight just 
as hard against them. 

Howdens plans would 
have resulted in the site off 
junction 15 of the Mi becoming 
its national distribution 
centre (NDC) but the level of 
opposition saw it announce 
it would withdraw. 

Leading campaigner Rod 
Sellers, a Collingtree villager, 
said: “Anything of that scale 
that will affect the air quality 
so massively will be opposed, 
no matter who has plans for 
that site. 

“Whovever wants to step 



into the breach, we are ready 
and waiting for them.” 

The comments came ahead 
of a scheduled protest march 
by residents of Collingtree, 
Milton Malsor, Blisworth and 


Roade at the weekend against 
the predicted increase in 
congestion and harm caused 
to the landscape. 

Howdens said on Thursday 
that the decision for the 


withdrawal has been based on 
a number of factors, including 
that the application is very 
likely to be recommended for 
refusal. 

The firm will continue to 
operate from its existing NDC 
site on Brackmills Industrial 
Estate, Northampton, where 
the group has extended its 
lease, to 2025. 

As a result, the company 
has also agreed to lease a 
new warehouse which will 
be built near Raunds, which 
already has outline planning 
permission. 

As part of its longer-term 
needs, it intends to pursue 
the redevelopment of the 
Brackmills site, and these 
plans are subject to agreement 
with the landlord.

Two women who work at the 
University of Northampton 
are finalists in the St John 
Ambulance Everyday Heroes 
awards after helping to save 
the life of a colleague who suf¬ 
fered a heart attack. 

Fiona MacLellan and Lynne 
York from the University of 
Northampton’s Library and 
Learning Services team have 
been named as finalists in the 
St John Ambulance Everyday 
Heroes programme. 

Their bravery, quick think¬ 
ing and medical assistance 
helped porter John Coles 
when he suffered a heart at¬ 
tack outside of Avenue Cam¬ 
pus. 

John was driving at the 
time and the vehicle rico¬ 
cheted across the carriageway 
and collided with a tree. 

Their bravery 
and their quick 
thinking saved 
John’s life 


After assessing the situa¬ 
tion and deciding to carefully 
remove John from the vehicle, 
Lynne started chest compres¬ 
sions and Fiona administered 
rescue breaths until the am¬ 
bulance arrived. 

John received several AED 
shocks on the way to hospital 
and eventually started breath¬ 
ing again. 

Nick Petford, vice-chan¬ 
cellor of the university, said: 
“I am delighted that Lynne and 
Fiona’s actions have been rec¬ 
ognised by the Everyday He¬ 
roes scheme. 

“We would all like to think 


we would act in the same way 
when faced with such an ex¬ 
treme situation, but the reality 
is very different. 

“Lynne and Fiona’s brav¬ 


ery and quick thinking saved 
John’s life. As an institution we 
are very proud of them both.” 

Fiona and Lynne are one of 
five finalists in the Workplace 


Hero Award category. 

Their achievements will be 
celebrated at an awards cer¬ 
emony on Wednesday, July l, 
in London. 


Student dreams up award-winning toy 


A prototype toy buggy literally 
dreamed up by a Northamp¬ 
ton student, has landed the 
22-year-old with a prestigious 
design award. 

Christopher Doyle, of 
Queen’s Crescent, King- 
sthorpe, beat off 8oo entries to 
scoop a Royal Society of Arts’ 
(RSA) Student Design Award 
for his educational toy ‘Morty’. 

He took top spot in the ‘Fair 
play’ category, which asked 
entrants to design a toy which 
encourages recycling. 


Christopher,a product de¬ 
sign student at the University 
of Northampton, said his in¬ 
spiration for Morty - a ride-on 
buggy which can be made into 
a number of different objects 
with the help of household 
waste - was one of his favour¬ 
ite childhood playthings, a 
cardboard box. 

He said: “One night I was 
doing some research into 
other toys which recycle waste 
and I was looking into ways I 
could use bits of household 


waste in my design. But when 
I fell asleep I had this dream 
where I was playing with 
a cardboard box and I just 
thought, that has to be the best 
toy because it can be anything 
a child wants. 

“It is only limited by the 
child’s creativity.” 

Morty, which has already 
been made into a prototype, 
would come with instructions 
of how to turn the buggy into 
either a lion, a bison, or a Spit¬ 
fire plane.

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College gets‘good’ 
rating from Ofsted 



Kingsthorpe College was given a rating of‘requires improvement’ in 2014 
but has now been given a level of‘good’ after a recent inspection by Ofsted.

Inspectors have tipped 
pupils at a Northampton 
secondary school to hit the 
national target for GCSEs for 
the first time after giving it 
a much improved Ofsted rat¬ 
ing. 

Ofsted visited Kingsthorpe 
College in Boughton Green 
Road in May and as a result 
upgraded the school from ‘re¬ 
quires improvement’ in 2014 
to ‘good’. 

It said that advances in 
teaching practice, includ¬ 
ing quickly spotting pupils 
who have fallen behind and 
more exciting lessons, have 
helped improve grade pre¬ 
dictions and they forecast a 
record breaking haul of grades 
after this summers’ GCSE ex¬ 
ams. 

The report said: “In 2014 


the attainment of students 
achieving five A* to C grades 
(including English and math¬ 
ematics) was below average. 
This result, however was the 
best ever for the college. 

“As a result of the rapid 
progress made this year, reli¬ 
able predictions for 2015 in¬ 
dicate that the percentage of 
students achieving five A* to 
Cs will be above average.” 

The inspectors noted 
that their predictions follow 
another sign of significant 
progress, the fact that the 
gaps between the grades of the 
most disadvantaged students 


and average students are “nar¬ 
rowing rapidly” 

The school was awarded 
‘good’ in leadership, quality 
of teaching, achievement of 
pupils and sixth form. 

“The latter also attracted 
praise for the statistic of one 
in four sixth formers having 
an offer from a university in 
the prestigious Russell Group. 

Behaviour was also rated 
‘good’, although there was crit¬ 
icism that attendance was be¬ 
low the national average and 
the number of students per¬ 
sistently absent was termed 
“too high”.

Uni looks at 
Mole link

Researchers at Northamp¬ 
ton University are investigat¬ 
ing whether an underground 
tunnel delivery system linking 
Brackmills with the town 
centre could help high street 
shops fight off competition 
from out-of-town retailers. 
The idea for a network of un¬ 
derground tunnels in which 
electrically powered pods 
can run on tracks like an un¬ 
manned subterranean train 
was developed by Geddington- 
based Mole Solutions UK, it is 
currently being tested at an 
airfield in Huntingdon. 

Dr Andrew Gough, assist¬ 
ant professor at the North¬ 
ampton University Business 
School, is leading postgradu¬ 
ate students exploring how 
the concept could be used by 
businesses. He said: “Retail¬ 


ers face many challenges, no¬ 
tably the threat of out-of-town 
stores and competition from 
online. 

“The high street is known 
for being particularly inef¬ 
ficient for stock, only 70 per 
cent of expensive town centre 
unit space is typically availa¬ 
ble for customer use with the 
rest being taken up by stock- 
rooms and offices.” 

Dr Gough explained how 
Mole could help in North¬ 
ampton: “The key is having a 
reliable, rapid, little and often 
supply. The Mole concept is 
one very attractive option for 
that. It would allow retailers to 
get stock from a remote loca¬ 
tion into the town centre and 
to do it without adding traffic 
to the roads. 

“The university will work 
closely with the Northamp¬ 
ton Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship in order to get feedback 
from prominent town centre 
retailers.

A foster carer who has looked 
after a number of children 
from war torn countries said 
she believes all boys and girls 
should have the chance of liv¬ 
ing with a family. 

Elaine King’s fostering career 
with Fostering People spans 
over 20 years and has looked 
after more than 100 children 
and young people in that time. 

She said her drive to help 
others came from her own ex¬ 
periences of living in care as a 
young girl. 

She said: “I had worked 
for the local authority for five 
years before I decided to work 
for Fostering People. 

“Whilst in care when I was 
a teenager I experienced a 
short term foster family and 
hated it so I wanted to provide 
a different experience for 
young people and make them 
feel part of a family.” 

Elaine has mainly worked 
with teenagers, often a 
difficult group to find foster 
parents for, including a young 
lady and her baby and three 
unaccompanied boys from 
Afghanistan, two of whom are 
still in her care. 

She said: “The nature of 
these placements means 
that most of the young 
people I look after have often 
experienced trauma in war 
torn areas and have seen 
things they shouldn’t have 
seen, especially at such a 
young age. 

“This brings with it many 
challenges but it is my aim to 
make them feel secure and 
give them the confidence to 


achieve whatever they want to. 

“I had a young Albanian 
girl and her child staying 
with me not long ago. She was 
new to the country and spoke 
very little English, which was 
extremely daunting for her 
at first. “She was with me for 
seven weeks in the end and 
watching her grow and smile 
in that time and look after her 
baby made me realise why I 
love what I do.” 

Elaine said her home is 
a busy one because she can 
have up to three young people 
staying with her at one time. 
But having three grown up 


daughters of her own and 
eight grandchildren, she says 
she is used to having a lot 
going on. She has stayed in 
touch with many of her foster 
children over the years and 
two young people she looked 
after got married last year. 

Elaine says: “Every child 
brings different personalities 
and challenges, but from 
when a foster child first walks 
through your door to when 
they leave I like to think we do 
all we can for them in helping 
them to grow in every way. 

“Fostering isn’t a job, it’s a 
way of life.”

A Mexican restaurant and an 
American diner are both due 
to open in Northampton later 
this month. 

Chiquito and Coast 2 Coast 
are both set to open at the 
Sixfields leisure complex to¬ 
wards the end of June, it has 
been confirmed. 

The Restaurant Group, 
which own the Mexican and 
American diner chain, had 
said the two new eateries 
would open in July. The date 
has now been moved forward. 

A spokesman told the 
Chronicle & Echo: “The res¬ 
taurants should be opening 
towards the end of June.” 

A recruitment process is 
currently taking place for em¬ 
ployees. Chiquito is the UK’s 
largest Tex-Mex restaurant 
chain, with more than 70 sites 
and 100,000 customers each 
week. It will serve breakfast, 


lunch and dinner including 
burgers, tacos, fajitas, tex-mex 
and steaks. 

Coast 2 Coast is an Amer¬ 
ican-themed restaurant and 
bar with its name based on the 
Lincoln Highway that spans 
the United States. On the 
menu is pizza, pasta, calzone, 
specials, grills and thrills and 
burgers. 

The restaurants will be 
open between 9am and 11pm 
and would include an outdoor 
terrace area. 

The two new restaurants 
Chiquito and Coast 2 Coast 


will replace Red Hot Buffet 
which was destroyed by a huge 
fire on December 18,2013. 

The company began work 
on site last year following the 
huge blaze in 2013 which saw 
the popular Red Hot Buffet 
burn to the ground. 

Large crowds of people 
were evacuated from Cine- 
world when the fire broke out 
at the restaurant and watched 
as the flames took hold. 

The site has since been 
cleared to make way for the 
new restaurants which will 
employ around 60 staff.

A powerful performance 


Some cars are such common 
sights that you don’t notice 
them - until you’ve got one for 
a week. 

I’d forgotten how many people 
motor around in a Vauxhall 
Insignia, one of the sharpest 
looking family cars. 

And now, boosting the ap¬ 
peal of this handsome work¬ 
horse is the arrival of a diesel 
engine boasting much quieter 
running along with useful im¬ 
provements in performance, 
economy and emissions. 

Vauxhall calls it a ‘Whisper 
Diesel’ and it gives the big In¬ 


signia plenty of performance 
- enough to surprise the first 
timeyou needto overtake with 
commitment. 

With the prospect of more 
than 1,000 miles looming in 
my week at the wheel, the po¬ 
tential economy of the new 
powerplant loomed large in 
my list for this test car. It didn’t 
disappoint, showing a strong 
53mpg on the trip computer 
and comfortably topping 500 
miles on a tankful of diesel. 

There are a bewilderingly 
wide selection of Insignias to 
choose from.

- itself adjustable for tilt of its 
base and with electronic lum¬ 
bar support. 

There’s Bluetooth for your 
phone, a DAB radio, a big- 
screen satellite navigation 
system, electronic climate 
control, cruise control, auto¬ 
matic lights and wipers. 

The size of the Insignia 
might surprise. This is a big 
car, with loads of space in the 
back and a huge boot. 

Without parking peepers 
(a costly £450 option) I was 
leaving 5ft of space behind 
the Insignia’s tail “just in case”.

Boss defends O’Toole decision 


Wilder says move for midfielder was right at the time for Cobblers

Chris Wilder has defended 
his decision to sign John-Joe 
O’Toole on a three-year deal 
last summer. 

The Cobblers boss brought 
in O’Toole from Bristol Rovers 
following the Gas’s relegation 
out of the Football League. 

O’Toole had been the shin¬ 
ing light in the Rovers team 
throughout that campaign, 
scoring an impressive 15 goals 
from midfield, and he was on 
the radar of many clubs when 
he became available on a free 
transfer. 

Wilder swooped to make 
O’Toole one of his marquee 
summer signings, hoping the 
player would add creativity 
to the Northampton team, as 
well as much-needed goals. 

But things didn’t quite 
work out that way, with 
O’Toole struggling for form 
all season, managing just two 
goals in 42 appearances. 

Wilder finally lost patience 
with the 26-year-old at the end 
of the campaign, and placed 
O’Toole on the transfer list, 
making it clear the player has 
no future at Sixfields. 

There has been criticism 
from some quarters about the 
wisdom of signing O’Toole and 
handing him such a lengthy 
contract in the first place, but 


Wilder insists it was the right 
move at the time. 

And he also believes it is 
the right thing to move the 
player on just 12 months into 
that three-year contract. 

“We aren’t always go¬ 
ing to get things right, and I 
have seen a few articles flying 
about questioning why we 
gave John-Joe a three-year 
deal,” said the Cobblers man¬ 
ager. 

“But I think a lot of other 
clubs would have taken him 
and given him the three-year 
deal, because that is what he 
was after. 

“He was on decent mon¬ 
ey, he was available on a free 
transfer, and he had just come 
off the back of a really good 
season. 

“But it’s not worked for us, 
it’s not worked for him, and 
you have to move on and make 
decisions. 

“You can’t bury your head 
in the sand and hope it will all 
come good. 

“There are better manag¬ 
ers than me that have made 
signings that have not really 
kicked in and now I just want 
to work with the players we 
have got. 

“I think we have a really 
good group, and it’s develop¬ 
ing nicely with age and expe¬ 
rience. 

“Things are ticking along 
well.” 



Ripley desperate for Northantsto have good day 


DAVID RIPLEY believes a 
lack of bowling nous cost 
his team dear in Friday 
night’s 14-run defeat to 
Worcestershire Rapids. 

The Steelbacks allowed 
their opponents to reach 211 
for three, with England star 
Moeen Ali smashing 11 fours 
and five sixes in his go. 

He should have been 
removed on nought as Rory 
Kleinveldt failed to take a 
catch in the slips. 

And the South African 
also failed to take one off 
Daryl Mitchell, who flew

from one to 43 to bolster his 
team’s tally. 

Josh Cobb, who made 
80, led a spirited reply, 
but the Steelbacks had left 
themselves too much to do 
with the bat, just as they 
had with the ball in the 
final-ball five-wicket defeat 
to Birmingham Bears last 
Friday. 

“We batted really well, 
but our bowling let us 
down,” said Ripley, whose 
side have now lost all three 


of their Nat West T20 Blast 
games. “Last week, it was the 
flip side of that. 

“Hopefully before too 
long we’ll put it all together 
and have a good day with bat 
and ball and hopefully give 
someone a good hiding. 

“We dropped Moeen on 
nought and he got close 
to 100. That’s going to hurt 
you. 

“Rory did his practising, 
his catching but that’s just 
part of the game. 

“One guy makes a mistake 
and sometimes it doesn’t 


prove costly, especially in 
the T20 games, but it cost us 
90 runs and at a high rate.

Batsman Cobb added:
